Kvery bone in 
your body aches a grip ache only many 
more times severe. 
Resides you turn 
yellow and vomit and have a raging 
fever that burns you up. 
For several 
days I was in a semi-unconscious state 
and I did not care whether I lived or 
died. 
I did not have the mild attack of 
yellow fever, nor the worst form, but 
the intermediate. I do not beueve that 
i would have had the fever if 1 had 
been with the other boys, but instead 
being on Gen. Uutlield’s stall'I was with 
him ill a house much of the time whicii 
contained fever iierms.” 


It will be several months before 
Lieut. Pound will be able to see more 
active service. The climate in Cuba 
he reports as being helpful to most of 
the boys in Company I. The boys from 
tientoo Harbor are all well and happy. 
A- G. Murphy, of this city, who came 
from Santiago on the Concha with 
Lieut. Pound, is still in a New York 
hospital but is rapidly convalescing.

Santiago de Cuba, 
Aug. 4.—[Copy- 
rJght, 1898, by the Associated Press ]— 
El Morro, built on the rocks and of the 
rocks, is rich in moats and frowning 
battlements, drawbridges and subter­ 
ranean 
passages, 
dungeons and re­ 
minders of the age of helmets 
and 
rapiers. 
Moreover it is surrounded by 
a confused mass of barbed wire fencing, 
recently erected to keep out the Ameri­ 
can soldiers and marines. 
It is de­ 
serted now, and as silent as the flight 
of the vultures that wing their way 
over its summit. 
One searches long 
through Morro’s passages and over the 
roofs that even the lizards forosake 
during the noonday heat for signs of 
the guns that are said to have replied 


8 0 valiantly to the fire of the American 
fleet. 
On the top battk>ment one lintis 
several small mortars, made of bronze 
and cast In Spain In the early part oC 
tlie seventeenth century. 
These are 
curiou.slj' 
carved. 
Snarling 
dragons 
form their fanciful handles. 


Two Ant^luiit llroiixc CiinnonM. 


On the same roof are two mounted 
cannon of bronze, about fourteen feet 
long, one of them bearing on Its sur­ 
face and Intermingled with carvfd coats 
of arms, lleur di* iis and decoratltins 
wliose signilicanct* it is liard to com­ 
prehend, the following inscription: 
“Mars 
ultima 
ratio 
rogun. 
Louis 
Charles de Bourbon. Comte d’Eu, Due 
d’Aumale, nec pluribus Impair 12 Juln, 
174S, Jean Marltz.” 


The other cannon, bearing similar 
Inscriptions. Is dedicated to the Comte 
de Provence and was cast a few years 
before. 
Both are on flimsy v.’heels and 
probably have not been flred for years. 
The old-fa.shloned mortars show signs 
of having been shotted and handled and 
balls for their gaping thr. ats are scat­ 
tered about. 
Search the castle over 
and you will find several more muzzle* 
loading guns of a by-gone age, un­ 
mounted. their rusty mouths pointed 
helplessly against the castle's battle­ 
ments. And this is El Morro's complete 
armament today. 


One l*lcct> W e K nocked Away. 


The southeast bastion that formerly 
upheld the Spanish flag, was knocked 
into dust by the shot that carried down 
the banner. 
There are signs of shots 
that have pecked at the solid walls; a 
shell carried away the draw'bridge and 
broke through the main entrance, but 
otherwise El Morro bears no noticeable 
evidence of bombardment. 
A few hun­ 
dred yards to the east—and still on the 
height—is the eastern battery. Between 
It and the castle are some low, red- 
tiled houses, formerly used as quarters 
for the garrison of the fort. 
Here also 
stood the lighthouse that marked the 
harbor entrance — now shattered and 
twisted by the fire from the American 
ships, for which It di*u!)tless offered an 
excellent target. 
The eastern battery 
is of earth; 
barrels of cement and 
sacks of dirt protect the guns. 


Koine 3Iore of the Aiicii'ul Guntt. 
Here are two small field pieces made 
In Sevilla in 1873 and the ground is 
plentifully 
strew’n with unused am ­ 
munition. scattered in and out of the 
ammunition boxes as these were hur­ 
riedly opened. Here also are five bronze 
muzzle-loading cannon bearing dates 
of their casting as ft)llows; 
176'?. 171S, 
1779. 1783 and 1769. These, however, art* 
mounted on modern lion carriages and 
they have been used. 
A small house 
just behind the earthworks is still full 
of bags of cube powder and conical 
bullets. 


VIKW OF TH E ZOCAPA BATTKRY. 


W as Most A ctive In Replylnfi: to Sampson 
—Had T«vo Modern Guiih . 


One of these bronze cannon of the 
past century was dismounted by a shot 
from the fleet. 
This is the only visible 
damage done. 
The Zocapa battery is 
on the western side of the mouth of the 
harbor. 
It is about the same height as 
the eastern battery, though a little fur­ 
ther back from the sea line than the 
fortification just described. 
Here are 
the 
two 
modern 
l5-centlmetre 
rifles 
which our men wanted to capture and 
to turn against Santiago, and which 
were among the most active in replying 
to the American fire. 
The men who 
worked the rifles were behind many feet 
of hard cement in square blocks, banked 
on the outside by a sloping mass of 
earth and small stones. The carriage of 
the eastermost 16-centimetre rifle was 
struck and very slightly damaged. 


*‘Here the hill shows some signs of 
fire. 
Shells have plowed up the earth 
and cleared out the trees and the ground 
Is covered with bits of shells that have 
torn through the underbrush. Men who 
were around the harbor during the fir­ 
ing have many tales to tell. 
They tell 
of a certain ball that swept the forward 
deck of the Infanta Maria Teresa when 
she w as hiding behind a headland in the 
b^iy, killing a number of sailors and the 
second commander of the vessel; then 
pa.ssing through the ship’s paint room, 
scattering color all over the cattle on 
the lower deck, and saving the ship’s 
butcher his labor on five of his charges. 
There is, too, a local tale of how Cer- 
vera advised Linares to surrender the 
city to the Americans, telling him his 
case was hopeless and that he w'ould 
only continue to 
lose 
men 
and 
be 
forced to give in at the end. 


As the Infanta Maria Teresa steamed 
through the narrows to her fate the gos­ 
sips say her band played and her crew 
cheered for the honor of Spain. The m u­ 
sic sounded clear in Morro, and hope 
leaped In the hearts of the watching of- 
flcem there a» they heard the stirring 
stralni. Then there Is a story that the 
Spaniards carrle«! their wounded from 
the batlerlea Into the city hofpltali dur* 
Ing tha nlfht, In order that the people 
and the tnmir ml«ht l»e kept In l«no 


wtrt thrown Into the harbor under eev* ' 
•r of darknei« with the eame mislead­ 
ing purpose. And there Is yet another 
that a shot killed six men at a gun dur­ 
ing the firing of June 5, and of the mid­ 
night burial of gun and men behind the 
very trenches where the gun was shat­ 
tered. 


The harbor people are coming back 
day by day to their old avocations, and 
some are as much surprised to find their 
homes still uninjured as others are to 
learn that the batteries which were con­ 
sidered impregnable have surrendered to 
an enemy whose persistent effort did 
not result In any Injury that could not 
be repaired by a few men in a short time 
and at a small expense. 


BIG SHIP^ MAIPEM TRIP.

Detroit. Aug, 
4.—The 
municipal 
leairue convention yesterday discussed 
the folly of giving away franchises and 
the advantages that came with munici­ 
pal ownership. 
Mayor T. S. Murray of 
Denver in discussing the question of 
franchises said: 


“ A constantly increasing tax rate is 
not received with favor by the tax­ 
payer, but^at the same time the aver­ 
age citizen clamors for improvement in 
every department of the public service. 
Attention is then given to the possibil­ 
ities of increasing the revenues of a 
city without placing unbearable bur­ 
dens upon real estate and improve­ 
ments, and the conclusion of such con­ 
templation is that prolliiracy has ruled 
in the bestowal of valuable franciiises. 


“Then it is that the citizen learns 
that the franchises ^o freely given by 
willing councils and mayors to great 
corporations, coverinir the great public 
utilities of the municipality have been 
turned in as a valuable iiem of jirop- 
erty auu*ng tiie assets of the corpora­ 
tions and a large amount of money 
borroweil thereon. 
The conchHion is 
inevitable that if a franchise beccunes a 
thing of value us soon as it is received 
by a corporation, it is of value when 
being asi;ed for at the hands of tlie 
representatives of the people. 


•*lt therefore follows that if a sum 
somewhat 
commensurate 
with 
the 
value of these franchises and privileges 
be received for them, a .source of rev­ 
enue has been established that will re­ 
lieve the burdens of the taxpayer. 


‘•The streets and alleys of a'city are 
the heritage of the people, and should 
never be given away for the agirran- 
dizement of any private corporation. 
Mayors and councils are merely trus­ 
tees for the management of the busi­ 
ness of a municipality, but they fre- 
i|ucntly act as if they themselves were 
the owners in fee simple to the puV»lic 
highwavs, and had the right to dis­ 
pose of them at will, giving away the 
valuable possessions of 
the 
people 
without any consideration of the rights 
of their immediate constituents, or of 
the succeeding generations.’’

Óommcní on th e Sltnaiioii 
Peace Treaty. 


Washington, ^Aug. 4.—An interesting 
question and one of vital importance to 
the administration is the attitude to be 
assumed by the United states towards 
the Philippine insurv.;ents In the event 
that we reach an agreement for the sus­ 
pension o'f hostilities with Spain. 
It is 
stipulated In our peace terms th a t the 
United Stales military forces shall oe- 
tupy end establish a military form of 
government over the city of Manila and 
the bay with the surrounding territory. 
This Involves an immediate surrender 
of the Spanish forces—not to Aguinaldo 
but to General M erritt—and there is 
some apprehension that the insurgents 
will resent this very, bitterly, and that it 
will be necessary to expel them forcibly 
from the territory described. 


Beyond this it is said in some quarters 
that pending the decision of the peace 
comniissioners as to the future of the 
Philippines the United States will be 
morally bound to m aintain the statu 
quo in the Islands at large. 
In other 
words, having deprived Spain of the 
means of resisting the onslaughts of the 
insurgents the United States would be 
bound to prevent the latter from con­ 
tinuing their warfare. 
There is a lack 
of information in W ashington on many 
im portant points as to the conditions In 
the Philippines. 


For instance, It is not known even ap­ 
proximately how extensive the revolu­ 
tionary movement lias been through­ 
out the vast group of 1,200 islands and 
among the large population estimated 
to aggregate between 8,000,000 and 15,- 
000,000. 
If the revolutionary movement 
is general and extends to very many of 
the Islands the task presented to the 
United States military and naval au­ 
thorities w'lll be one of great magnitude 
In the event that It Is decided to be in­ 
cumbent upon us not to restore Span­ 
ish sovereignty where it has been lost, 
but to prevent Its overthrow In sections 
where it Is still supreme, and to prevent 
excesses and outrages at the hands of 
the in.^urgents.

Compete With G. & M. Steamers. 


- The following dlsjxatch appeared in the Detroit mornlnj? papers today: 
“It is 
rumored that the O’Connor Transportation company will suspend its operations 
between here and St. Joseph. The steamer State of Ohio, which was chartered 
lor t h e run, tonight cieared for Cleveland and departed at 10 o’clock. The 
Captain of the steamer announced to his friends that he was golnf^ to take his 
boat home. 
Marine men have held all aloo)? this summer that the new line 
was not takinir enough business away from the Graham & Morton line to pay 
its own expenses. Some time ago the nigiit run made by the Ohio was left on 
ànd moonlight excursions took its place. 
The abate of Ohio is a steel side- 
wheeler and was formerly the City of Alpeua, of the E)etroit & Cleveland line. 
VTlth the State of New York shu formed the beginning of the Cleveland & 
Buffalo line, and was taken oti that run when the City of Lrle came out this 
year. Last evening Manager Haby, of the O’Connor liue, refused to give out 
any information.” 
____ 


The steamer State of Ohio is the best passenger boat put on the Bentoc Har- 
bor-Chlcaffo run since the days of the short competition between the D. &C. pco- 
; pie and tiie Graham & Morton company. The Ohio is au excellent steel steam­ 
boat and In finish and accommodations is nearly equal to the Graham & Morton 
boatt though a trillo slower in speed. 
Last night u|)on her return to Chicago 
from St. Joseph Capt. Willoughby gave the clerk three minutes to get his safe 
from the Bteamer and then the siUowheeler said goodbye to Chicago and left the 
harbor pointing the nose of his steamer toward its home in Cleveland. 


The Ohio started on the run here about the lirst of June. 
She made two 
round trips a day and with the exception of a very few trips never paid expenses. 
The average lo»s to the O’Connor company on running the big boat was $100 
per day. It took the profits of the Lawrencu and more to make u ) the loss of 
the Ohio. The Ohio did not carry a pound of freight and depended entirely up­ 
on the passenger business. 


The managers of the O’Connor line in this city refused to make any statement 
for publication beyond the informatiun tn a t tiie taking oil of tlie Ohio will not 
in any way interfere with the tripn of the Lawrence. 
It is intimated that the 
Ohio may be replaced with a fast passenger and freight boat larger than the 
Lawrence.

Lieut. Pouud Tells of the 
Funerals at S e a .. 


One of the saddest sights in Lieut. Pound’s war experience 
was the burial of the six soldiers who died aboard the Concho on 
the way from Santiago. At one time three soldiers were buried at

The bodies of the dead were prepared for burial by being wrapped 
in canvass, and around the canvass was twined the folds of ‘'Old 
Glory.” The w'elghts were attached to the feet of the dead and 
the bodies were placed upon a plank. The chaplain said a short 
service and the plank was shoved out from the ship and the body 
dropped olí Into the water. For a minute the bodies fioated and 
then they would begin to sink, the weighted feet going down first 
and the head the last to go into the deep. The great ocean closed 
over the grave and the heroes found a rest ng place whore no 
friends will ever come to weep or place love's iluwers.

Attention has been called to the veiy 
remarkable effect of the wind on vari­ 
ous inland bodies of water. 
It is not 
nnttiiaal for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly incon­ 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow­ 
ing on shore oontinnes for any length of 
time. In the Baltic sea the level has 
been altered for upward of eight feet. 
Sometimes the water is blown ont of a 
channel, leaving it almost dry. 
In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc­ 
curred on one side of a body of water, 
with a corresponding rise of six feet on 
the other. Lake Erie has been known to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake 
Michigan was Pt one time the subject 
of considerable interest from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and contin­ 
uous and piled the water up on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
the memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.—liew York Ledger.

Tliere are several methods by which 
mines and torpedoes anchored in har­ 
bors way bo detected, but it is very dan­ 
gerous and difficult work, and its suc­ 
cess depends largely upon the circum­ 
stances and the condition of the water 
and the bottom of the bay in which they 
are placed. Sometimes they are discov­ 
ered by dragging with a kedge. 
Some­ 
times they can be seen when the water 
is clear, and in order to assist the natu­ 
ral vision a canvas telescope is rigged 
which drops upon the water and shuts 
out the light from the eyes of the ob­ 
server so that he can have a better view 
of the bottom. There are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequeutly 
practiced. 
The most effective is called 
“countermining”—that is, the explo­ 
sion of torpedoes in the water, w’hich 
by thoir detonation cause the mines to 
explode.—Chicago Record.

An apothecary found himself minus 
his red li^'ht one night, at a time when 
it was cu.stomary for tradesmen of his 
class to ornament their store fronts with 
a simple red lamp.
